Which 
Words pofefing fome with Scrupies of Confcience 
c>er.ing the manner of wearing their Hair, this 
has given occafiun to various Opinions uf Divinesa- 
bour the Senfe of them, parricularly of the Words 
Nome, Har and Shame Bat it woud be tov te- 
dicus to entin.erate all their Opinions, and therefore 
we thal! only give what we take to_be the true 
Senie of each of thefe Words. 1. Then by Na- 
tue, here we underftand that which denotes the 
differerce cf Sex. Philologers frequently ufe the 
Word ovzis in chis Senfe ; and becaufe rhe Sexes 
are in moft Nations diftinguifhed chiefly by the 
manner of wearing their Hair. therefore rhe Apo- 
ftle looking upon this diftinétion as founded upon 
the Dctate of Nature, that is, natural Reafon, 
calls it not improper’ y Nuenre itfelf. 2. Kody is not 
here very properly Tranflated to wear long Hr, 
for it ftridtiy fignifies to adorn, comb and curl it 
after the manner of Women. For Kexs comes 
from Koya ewro: And both the Greeks and Latans 
always made a diftinction between Kon and 
Qei=, coma and capilius, meaning by the firft Wo- 
mens Hair, which was always wore by them neat- 
ly adorned and folded up in various Plaits and 
Knors, and {o ferved them (as the Apoftle here 
Intimates) both as an Ornament and Covering, 
Unieis it was at Funerals and fome facred Solemni- 
tics ; for then they ufually let it flow in loofe, dilor- 


derly Treff’s Bur $cik, capillus, and cefaries fign'fied 
Man's Hair unadorned whether long or fhort ; and 
when they calied a Man comatus, they had evher 
a mind to repretent him effeminate and lv xurious, 
or which was worfe, a Pathick, according to the 
Proverb amongft them, Nemo ¢f? comatus quin pati 
cupiat virum. And perhaps it was for this Realon 
chiefly, that it became a Reproach for a Man to 
fhew any great Care or Nicene(s in the ordering 
of his Hair. 3. By 2]yuta, here rendred Shame, 
we underftand nor only thac by which a Man’s 
Dignity is debafed, but fuch an Indecency as of- 
fends again{t the Law of God and Nature, fince 
it confounds the Sexes, which Nature has diftin- 
guifhed. Je muft therefore fignify {uch a Sin as a 
Man is guilty of that appears in Publick dreffed in 
Women’s Cioaths, which God has exprefly forbid. 
The Words, being thus underftood, feem to lay 
downto us a Rule of erernal Obligation, thas for 
a Man ro adorn, plait or knot his Hair after the 
manner of Women is a Thing unnatural and Sin- 
ful. But the fame is not to be faid of fimply 
wearing the Hair long; for otherwife God had 
laid upon the Nizirites a Necefliry of Sinning, 
who were Obliged never to cur their Hair. Add 
to this thar all the Fews in the Time of St. Paul 
wore their Hair very long ; and Chrif? himfel€ in 
this particular flowed the manner of the Nazirites.

much the moft imperfect of the Senfes in Man, 
makes the fainreft Impreffion upon his imagination, 
and the Idea’s with which it turnifes the Under- 
ftanding are obfcureft, and bardeft to be reftored, 
afrer the odoriferous Object is removed. For fince 
Dreams are only the Actions of the imaginasion 
when the Paflages of the Senfes are benummed 
with Sleep, and imagination being only Concepti- 
on remaining and by little and little decaying alter 
the Act of Senfe, it follows that that Senfe which 
Works moft faintly will have the fhorteft Conti- 
nuance in the imagination, and confequently wiil 
furnifh it with Objects for Dreams; becaufe 
Dreams are not excited by faint and tranfient bat 
{trong and lafting Impreffions on the imagination ; 
for which Reafon our Dreams are moft converfant 
abour the Objects of Sight. But the weaker che 
Senfe of fight 1 telf is in Comparifon with the other 
Senfes, the lefs ic employs the imagination tran the 
reft, and contequently cur Dreams. The fame 
Reafon holds in any other of the Senfes compared 
with the reft, a ftronger Senfe obicuring tre Im- 
preffions of a Weaker, as a greaver tound drowns 
a leis. As {or Vulrures, Dogs and other Crea- 
tures in which, the Senfe of Smelling holds a 
greater Proportion with the other Senles than it 
does in Man, we make no Doubt bur they fre 
uently Dream about rhe Obj cts of Smeil. And 
Ee the fame Reafon, no doubt, "he Men thar Sir 
Kenelm D:zby {peaks of in bis [rearfe of Bodies, 
who had the wonderful Facuiry of winding a Smell 
as well and atas great a diftance as any Beaft, did 
the fame. The way he attained this Faculty (as 
Sir Kene'm reports from credible Witneffes of the 
Fat) was this: When he was a litle Body of the 
Country of Leige, the Village of which he was, 
bad notice of a diforderly Troop of Soldiers thar 
were comirg to Pi'lege them, which made all the 
People fly into the large adjacent Foreft of Ardenne, 
but poffcifed this Boy with fuch a dreadful Appre- 
benfion, rhat he :an farther into the Wood than 
any of the reft, and chufed rather ro live there for 
many Years, than by returning run the hazard of 
feeing thofe he fo much dreaded. In this wild 
Habiration, where he fed upon Roots and Herbs, 
he con'd judge by his Smell which was fic to be 
Eaten, and cou’d at a vaft diftance wind by his 
Nofe, where wholeiome Fruits or Roots did grow. 
Thus he continued, ‘till a fharp Winter, in which 
many Beafts of the Foreft died for want of Food, 
conftrained him to leave the Wood, and in the 
Evening to feck his Suftenance amongft the Swine 
of the Neighbouring Villages where he was efpied, 
but could not be apprehended, as keeping always 
at adiftance from them by the help of his Smell;
